NOTES OF ‘THE WEEK. 


No one can read unmoved the accounts supplied to us by the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, which we are enabled to publish from time to time, of 
Russian persecution of our brethren. It is a persecution relentless, bratal, 
callous, and, worst of all, it is insidious. Before the world, Russia clasps 
the emblem which is held by the world to be the token of love justice, 
mercy, and charity, and calls herself, and gets herself called, holy. In the 
recesses of her Empire, she manages to perform acts, diabolical in themselves, 
and rendered all the more so by the ingenuity she exercises to make them 
appear what Mr. Gladstone once called ‘ domestic and internal arrangements” 
merely. To her Jews, her policy is summed up just in this : When she does 
not tell them to go, she makes it so uncomfortable for them, that they cannot 
stay. Those that emigrate from her shores are but the tokens of her tyranny 
—alas! there are more who sink beneath the rigour of her laws. 
The steerage-holds relieve the Czar of some of his Jewish subjects, but 
deaths, as a direct result of starvation, disease and overcrowding, are 
more potent aids. With such facts before us is it not the 
merest refinement to suggest that we should allow only those so-called 
‘destitute ” aliens to land on these shores who are the victims of persecution ? 
So far as Russia and Poland are concerned, to be a Jew is, it seems, to be a 
victim of persecution. For persecution can be negative as well as positive. 
Thumbscrews and racks belong to the latter, but Russi: a has a method which 
better accords with the character she likes to assume before mankind. Hence 
prohibitions are resorted to—as to the places Jews may live in, the occupations 
they may follow, the taxes they must pay in lieu of prohibitions, and so on, 
And all for what? To bring men’s opinions and beliefs about religion into 
one stereotyped form, T hat is the object, though a thousand other excuses 
are advanced. But the scheme is foredoomed to failure. Others have tried 
it with public opinion backing them and have not succeeded. Russia, with 
the world’s opinion against her, will surely reap no more satisfactory 
experience, 

Mr. Howard Vincent in the letter from which we quoted last week 
claims that he is doing our community a service by the support he gives to 
the agitation in fayour of restricting immigration. The process of reasoning 
by which the member for Central Sheffield arrives at his conclusion is surely 
unworthy of a barrister and the erstwhile Controller of Criminal Inyesti- 
gations. He wrenches from their context some words used by the President at 
the last Annual Meeting of the Board of Guardians and he gives also a garbled 
quotation from Mr. N. 8. Joseph’s speech—an utterance which besides being 
out of accord with the vast majority of those present was answered at the 
moment and, we think, effectually. But it is useless for Mr. Vincent or 
anyone to try to face both ways on the question. He cannot stand one foot 
on sea, one foot on shore, If his desire is to benefit Jews 
then whilst .thanking him for his intentions we must say he 
goes the wrong way to work. It may be, as we have 
pointed out more than once, that if the immigration of aliens were 
stopped, a cons‘derable drain upon the resources of the community would be 
stopped also. But that is the narrow view. Whiist our brethren in Russia 
suffer, as we know they do, we prefer to help them to otherlands, and in other 
lands, if by so doing we are inflicting no harm upon the general community. 
That, so far as I ngland i is concerned, we are not doing so, the Board of 
Trade Report—which Mr. Vincent, by the bye, does not quote—has 
convinced us, and we believe also many who, prior to its appearance, were 
of a contrary opinion, It is mere insult to ask us to support exclusion 
because it will save us expense. It is nothing less than offering us a bribe 
to neglect our clear and obvious duty. 


The champion of the “* Impregnable Rock of Scripture ” has again found 
a congenial themein the domain of theology, and he has communicated to the 
world the fruits of his ripe understanding in the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century, Coming, as this learned and bold article does, from. se 
thorough and sincere a Christian as Mr. Gladstone, it will doubtless be perused 
and studied by Christians of every shade of thought. Without descending 
to points of detail, the very title of the article will have a fascinating charm 
for a large circle outside the Christian community. And though such 
expressions as ‘‘ heresy” and “schism” as regard the ‘Jewish Church do not 
convey anything near the significance which attaches to them in the Christian 


Church, yet even for the Jew of modern times much might. be inferred and | 


learnt from Mr. Gladstone’s latest article on “ The Place of Heresy and Schism 
in the Modern Christian Church.” In tenor, it is not unlike those which 
appeared some time ago in the Jewish Quarterly Review under the titles of 


“Mr. and Miss Smith ;’ and though in matters of religion the obstinacy 


of the world in certain quarters is remarkably hard to die, 
yet such expressions of opinion as are from time to time put forth by 
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ligic syoutness, must do

something to make mankind partake of * thinking Mr. Gladstone in

Ile refers 0 
treatment awarded to Korah, Dathan and <Abiram an 
‘their fol'owers with the providential method, pursued after the 
great schism of Jeroboam, with the Ten Tribes or 
Kingdom.” In the introductory portion of his article, Mr. Gladstone also 
makes use of Biblical illustrations derived from the laws on idolatry and 
usury, in order to strengthen his argument that “ the laws of religion have 
been modified by circumstance.” We are not 30 sure that all Jews, or for 
the matter of that, all Christians will agree with the author in thinking that 
there is a time, if it has not already come, when we “could afford to drop 
all the scaffolding supplied by the Divine Architect in His Wisdom for the 
rearing of the structure.” ‘In .some cases” (the author rightly 
says) ‘the auxiliary apparatus was elaborate and rich, in others it was 
elementary and simple, but-in all it was employed and made effectual for its 
aim by the hand of the Almighty and Allwise Designer.” - Towards the end 
of this remarkable article, so original as to subject and to many so startling 
in theory, Mr. Gladstone incidentally makes an interesting allusion to the 
relation between the Samaritans and Jews, and he regards the absence of 
any charge on the part of the Jews against “ the lately discovered Samaritan 
Pentateuch,” and the absolute concurrence as to the great document, as afford- 
ing the highest possible assurance of the integrity of the record. ‘ The 
same argument,” he adds, “is applicable as between Jews and Christians, 
and within its proper limits to the integrity of the Hebrew Scriptures.” 
In this article of Mr. Gladstone's there is a passing reference to 
“proselytism ” which cannot but be of interest to all lovers of peace and 
unity in the social as well as the religious world. How does the case stand, 
he asks? “ Truth, it will be truly said, is the possession most precious to 
the soulof man. If 1am so happy asto possess the truth . . . . am 
I to stand by inactive, and see my neighbour perish for the lack of the 
sustenance which it supplies?” ‘Bat Jet us look into it: a little 
more closely. Who assures me that this truth of yours, on which you so 
naturally rely, is certitied by any other witness than the witness of your own 
private spirit? -thus that the hot 
proselytiser ought to learn to pay some of that respect to the convictions of 
his neighbours which he pays so largely to his own.” Mr, Gladstone 
defines the spirit of proselytism as “a morbid appetite for effecting 
conversions, founded too often upon an overweening self-confidence and self- 
love.” It would be as well for Jews and Christians if the misdirected 
Society for the Promotion of Christianity among the Jews were to pay heed 
to such sentiments, and act up to the advice tendered by so doughty a 
champion of Christianity, There is something almost Rabbinic in the 
expressions which the devout author employs to illustrate the effect produced 
by the proselytiser. when he sets to work. “ His first act is to plant. his 


battering-ram against the fabric of a formed belief,” which may be ‘ well 


formed or ill, but is all which the person attacked has to depend upon.” 
“ His purpose is to batter it down, to cast away the ruins, and then to set 
about building up somethingelse. . . . His purpose is constructive : 
but his activity is bent in the first instance to destroy. He little knows how eAaSy 
is the last-named operation, how difficult the first.” How easy is it for people to 
“destroy the half-truth” in the attempt “to introduce, as they think 
the whole!” The point of the entire article of Mr. Gladstone seems 
to lie in the advice, precious as fine gold, “to dwell much on 
the matters in which we agree, little on those in which we differ,” 
Here is a rule of action for all mankind, which, like « creation is 
groaning and trayailing for a great recovery!” Let this thought inspire all 
religionists of whatever creed or country, let it not be lost upon the members 
of our own communion in this or in other lands, and may it ever stand us 
good stead in the hour when questions of vital 
thor, o-Jewish community come to be agitated in this or in any other 
soqulty yet published, into the all 
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this period were “little better than the caverns of murderers,” and he

Lopez was often employed by Elizabeth in political and diplomati 
negotiations, some of which were entirely unknown even to Burleigh 
Hence it is not at all improbable that the Queen herself did not desire tha: 
the fall light of day should be shed on the doctor’s alleged intrigues, ang 
that Lopez was as much a victim to his loyalty to his mistress as to the 
jealousies and hatreds of the Kssex faction at Court. Something of th 


sort is hinted at by Bishop Goodman, who states that the doctor “protested — 


his innocence before God, and did not reveal those secrecies that past between 
the Queen and himself.” The full story of Lopez’s political activity and of 
the manner in which he utilised his Jewish and Marrano connections jy 
Spain, Portugal, the Low Countries, and even Turkey, in the interests of 
Elizabeth’s foreign policy, has yet to be told. Mr. Lucien Wolf has lately 
discovered some remarkable documents bearing on this subject, which he 
proposes submitting to the Jewish Historical Society. Among other points 
which are now fairly clear is the fact that Lopez was not a Christian buts 
Marrano or secret Jew. This indeed is shown by a document referred to by 
Mr. Dimock, in which a Jewish correspondent at Antwerp writes to Lopez 
acknowledging the receipt of eight pistolets for the “ divine work,” and tells 
him with how much pleasure his last letter was read by his, the writer's, wife 
“ Dona Ester.” Had the writer of this letter not been a professing Jew his 
wife would not have been known by the Jewish name I¢sther, any more than 
Lopez's own wife would have called herself Sarah. Moreover, anyone who 
is acquainted with the history of the Marranos will have no difficulty in 
explaining what was meant by the “ divine work.” : | 


The Leeds prosecution has broken down on a technical point. The 
whole conduct of the prosecution has been a scandal. The attempt made, 
on the strength of an obsolete Act of Parliament, to restrain people from 
hearing lectures on Sunday, was a deliberate betrayal of the interests of 4 
true observance of the day of rest. There has been a unanimous expression 
of opinion against the latest act of persention by honest but ill-advised 
Sabbatarians of the cold and strict type. It may be hoped that the public 
teeling which has been roused will go further and that it will finally - be 
repealed. We yield to none in our earnest desire to see Sunday—the general 
day of rest—faithfully and fittingly observed. We should deplore the intro- 
duction of anything like laxity. But worse than every other evil is the 
present English manner of keeping the Sabbath holy. Dismal and dreary 
is the aspect of the silent streets. More dismal and more dreary still are 
the occasional oases of riot and drunkenness seen at each public-house corner. 
All honour to those who are endeavouring to provide more reasonable and 
more edifying means for passing the Sunday.. And those who direct prose 
cutions kke that at Leeds are simply playing into the enemy's hands, 


Proselytising activity, although it partakes of an intermittent character, 
by no means continues passive. The missionary net, like that of the fowler, 
is spread far and wide, and traps the simple and innocent as well as the 
dissimulating and the worldly. Facts frequently come to our knowledge 
Which prove but too painfully the soul-destroying character of the 
work in which conversionist societies engage. We are not in favour of 
entering into any active crusade against them. Their methods and 
machinery have been often fully exposed, and nothing is to be gain 
by repeating the process. Still, there are many ways of effectively 
counteracting, at least in part, one branch of their aggressive operations. 
When the insidious nature of the means employed by the agents of the 
Missionary Societies are considered, some measures in self-defence becom? 
imperative. This is the more necessary in the case of the mis-quotation a2 
mis-application of the so-called Messianic passages culled from various parts 
of the Old Testament, In utter disregard of their proper construction an 
true interpretation, they are wrenched-from their context and made to convey 
& meaning entirely adverse to the spirit and sense of the original. 


It would not be difficult to compile a handbook, in which all the so-called 
Christological passages could be dealt with from the Jewish point of view. 
Jewish literature dealing with the controversial questions at issue between 
Judaism and Christianity is somewhat scarce, and what does exist is ce 
tainly out of date and not accessible in any handy and compact form. he 
results of modern Biblical criticism in regard to this important point, ar 
entirely in favour of Jewish traditional interpretation, and any work setting 
forth the most recent and authoritative scholarly renderings would | 
invaluable to the Jewish public throughout the world, and would givestrengt 


and support to many an honest and enquiring mind. A fitting opportunity

THE PROVINCIAL MIN'STER. 


Sir,—The position of a Jewish minister in the provinces is not altogether 
an enviable one. Theoretically, he is the pastor of his flock and the spiritual 
guide of their conscience ; but practically he is one of the white slaves whose 
presence is an- indispensable evil. His spiritual services are measured by a 
strictly economic principle, and the reward he receives is just sufficent to prevent 
a dissolution of body and soul. The term }}M signifies both teacher of children, 
MPN WD, and CL’, beadle ; and it is in the latter capacity shat the provincial 
minister is mostly regarded by his congregation. Two qualities are essentiall 
necessary for the provincial minister's peace of mind; firstly, the inestimable gift 
of an elastic conscience, and secondly, the supreme importance of subordinating 
his ideas to the will of his parnass, If he is diplomatic enough to look kindly 
on the weakness and foibles of his affluent brethren, if he pours out fire and 
brimstone at the poor, and utters soft compliments to the rich, he will be 
tolerated at their social gatherings, and will be allowed to pick up the crumbs of 
the feast. But woe to him who conceives that he hasa sacred mission to fulfil, 
and acts upon it. Petty annoyances and systematic persecution will be his daily 
lot ; all the imprecations of the 753\N and some of the choicest epithets of the 
Anglo-jargon vocabulary will be passed upon his devoted head, and he will soon 
be made to feel that his mission is neither to teach nor to exhort, but to learn 
and obey. It is, of course, pleasant to receive the magic superscription of 
reverend on your letters, but this innocent pleasure is largely counterbalanced 
when the two most influential members of the community—a prosperous money- 
lender and an affluent jeweller—tell you that your Chazanuth is exceedingly 
monotonous, and your sermons are altogether beneath the intellectual calibre of 
the congregation. 

These remarks are neither fanciful nor overdrawn, but are the outcome of 
personal experience. [For ten years I had the honour of occupying the position 
of minister in provincial congregations, The first “call” I received was from 
an ancient, but fast decaying, congregation in the West of England. The 
emoluments were far below the salary of a third-class clerk ; but as the duties 
were light and I had ample leisure to pursue my literary studies I accepted the 
office with alacrity. Unfortunately, however, the two leaders of the congre- 
gation were rival tradesmen, and the synagogue was the readiest arena where 
they gave vent to their feelings. 

A lonely stranger naturally feels grateful for any little kindness, and in my 
youthful inexperience I may have been rather demonstrative in my gratitu le 
to one of these gentlemen. This was too much for his rival who immediately 
set about to injure my position and to render my life an unbearable burden. 
The late Mr. Mombach—one of the kindest and best hearted of men—sent me 
a new '1)7 737, and as I was anxious to sing it at the first possible opportunity 
I did not commit it to memory, but read from manuscript. Having gone half 
way through, the President suddenly turned round and without a word or sign 
snatched away the manuscript and I was thus left in utter confusion. Soon 
after this incident I received a “call” from an Laglist congregation, whose 
characteristics were bombastic pedantry and mock humility. Tae worthy 
president, who began life somewhere in the “ Line,’’ bacame a prosperous and 
useful citizen. It was an open secret that his only danghter conceived au 
affection for the young and good looking minister,who preceded me. This,of course, 
could not be tolerated, and not only was he cashiered, but great care was taken that 
I should know “my place.” This gentlemin was also fond of displaying to the 
world his deep attachment to the ceremonial laws and commanded me to curry 
the 27)? from the synagogue to his house through the open streets. This 71¥' 
a es td declined and my dercliction of duty was punished by instant 

ismissal, 

My third and last “call” was from an_ important northern 
congregation, mostly composed of the foreign element, This 
congregation was extremely fond of variety, and it had the reputation 
of discharging its minister everytwelve months, Iwas elected with enthusiastic 
acclamation as reader and preacher, Soon after my installation 1 was told that 
“it was not good for man to be alone.”’ To this I replied that I had already 
made the choice of. my heart, but that in view of the well-known treatment 
which previous occupants of my office had recaived, I did not feel justified to 
assume 80 serious a responsibilitv until I received a three years’ agreement. 
This request was readily granted. But the ways and bye-ways of provincial 
congregations are truly marvellous, I preached a sermon on the virtue and 
necessity of cleanliness. Whether my hearers did not understand me, or whether 
it was an inherent weakness in their constitution, a conspiracy was formed to 
dethrone me from my position. In spite of the copious quotations [I adduced 
from the Talmud to enforce the doctrine that * cleanliness 1s next to godliness,” 
I was denounced to the late Chief Rabbi as one who denied the coeval dispeasa- 
tion of the oral law, A strict system of espionag: was established ; all my 
movements were watched, and the most frivolous and vexatious charges were 
brought against me. With a heavy heart I sent in my resignation, and embarked 
on the stormy sea of commercial pursuits, Thank Heaven, thereis a Providence 
kinder and more generous than a provincial y«rnass, and as a humbie token of 
gratitude for the many mercies I have received, I have determined to devote my 


End. time to the moral and physical amelioration of my brethren at the East 
nd,

Sir,—The correspondence on the above subject has been both interesting 
and instructive, and proves to all who have the best interests of Judaism at 
heart that the present state of things is most undesirable both from the view 
taken by ministers themselves, and also from a congregational point of view. 
That being admitte], it is, I say, incumbent upon our communal leaders and 
ecclesiastical chiefs to deal with the question in a thorough manner, and by 
grasping the nettle firmly,they may feel assured that not only will they remove the 
sting, but earn the gratitude of both our young clergy and the provincial con- 
gregations, who would each benefit greatly by such a change. 

Constant Reader” contends that the suggestions of Colonel Goldsmid and 
others are not practical, because no congregation would surrender its right to 
the election of its stipendary officers. This contention appears to me to be very 
premature; first let a Scheme be adopted, all manner of details could 
undoubtedly be easily arranged afterwards. If the set by 
Colonel Goldsmid bears fruit, then I venture to think it is not 
beyond the wit of man to devise a method of working that will in some measure 
give a voice to every congregation in the election or selection of its minister, 
prove acceptable to all, and yet relegate to the past the present mode of election, 
tenure of oilice and payment of stipends, all of which are objectionable ia the 
extreme and tend to humble and lower the self-respect of our clergy. The 
present uncertainty of tenure of oflice is most undesirable and Ipjarious ; our 
clergy are but human, and cannot forget the duty they owe to those who may 

dependent upon them, and consequently are bound to abstain from doing 
anything that may jeopardise or endanger their position, This must militate 
against their power of acting fearlessly in the discharge of the very many 
important duties attached to their office, and their efforts to serve the best 
interests of the community are thus undoubtedly hampered and restricted. On 
the other hand, provincial congregations suffer nearly always from having a young 
and inexperienced minister whose efforts to lead his flock, as a rule, are crude 


and do not commend themselves to the congregants, who fail to see in their 
minister anything but a very young man (I will not say boy); one utterly 
unfitted by wordly knowledge to guide or to lead, who consequently in 
very many cases does not command, as the clergy should do to render their 
ministrations efficient, the respect and reverence of their flock. The remed 
for this evil is a movable ministry, so that provincial pulpits may be occupie 
not only by young students who, though always earnest and enthusiastic, still 
are incompetent through their lack of knowleige of our every-day wants, but 
also by men who, having had some years of experience and whose 
judgment has been ripened thereby, would bring with them that 
matured knowledge of the world whichis for the benefit of their flock 
and in. this manner gain their respect, esteem, and confidence, and 
cause them to be looked upon as the representative of the community in whose 
midst they dwell as leaders and counsellors. Our eyes have now been opened 
to the great evil in oar midst. If we desire to see the next generation better 
Jews and better citizens it is to the advice and example of our clergy we must 
mainly look for this much needed improvement, and it is only, as far as I 
can see, by some such scheme as suggested we can place our clergy in such a 
strong position as to enable them to carry on their great mission without fear or 
favour and in a manly, firm and upright manner.

JEWISH ARTIZANS. 


The number of Jewish artizins in the 15 provinces within the Pale reaches, 
according to the statistics collected for the Imperial Commission on the Jewish 
Question in 1887, a total of 293,000, which is equivalent to 12°2 per cent. of the 
whole Jewish population in those provinces, so that, on the average, there is one 
artizan to every eight persons of both sexes and of all ages. One of the conse- 
quences of the excessive number of artizans is the great fall in the wages of 
skilled labour. The statistics of the Mogilyov Province, for instance, thow that 
in come uyezd’s of that province the earnings of the artizans do not exceed 70 to 
80 roubles perannum. In Berditchev an artizan usually receives one to two roubles 
wages per week, whilst women and children get still less (50 to 75 kopecks). 
Jsawish artizans do not refuse any work, no matter how hard or unsuitable it may 
bo. In 1887 there were over 4,000 Jewish blacksmiths and tool makers; 
11,500 Jewish tilers, carpenters, joiners and sawyers ; 20,000 Jewish cabinet- 
makers. In Wilna 74 per cent. of the blacksmiths, as well as a good many of 
the implement makers, (53 per cent.), tilers (100 per cent.), &c., are Jews, 

The every-day life, the homes and the food of the Jewish artizansare becoming 
worse every year. A Jewish artizan,although very religious, has to pawn, in the 
hour of need, such sacred articles as his ¢a//is, tephillin, &c. Bis daily food, according 
to eye-witnesses, 1s even worse than scanty ; whole families live daily on a pound 
of black bread, a herring and a few onions. It is not surprising to hear that 
slackness of work and excessive need drive them to despair. Some see their 
salvation in emigration ; others give up their work and live on alms. In Vitebsk 
crowds of indigent Jewish artizins surround the houses of the wealthier 
inhabitants, demanding bread and work. In townlets of the Mogilyov Province 
they stopped Divine services in synagogues ; their loud sobs and groans were 
heard in the praver-houses, calling for help in their distress. 

None the less miserable is the condition of persons whose work stands next 
to skilled labour. On the average, the number of Jewish factory hands in the 
Western District reaches over 40 per cent. of the whole number employed in 
factories and works of the District, and, if taken separately, the per centage is 
even as high as 55 per cent. in the Volbyn Province and 74 per cent. in the 
Bielostok locality. But the number of Jewish factory bands cannot go beyond 
a certain limit because, on the one hand, the progress made by the local industries 
is very slow and, on the other—which is the more important—Jews are not 
allowed to live or work in all factories and works. They are probibited, for 
instance, from working in any factories or works outside towns and townlete. 

Lately, cases of Jews receiving police notices and being expelled immediately 
‘fter starting work occur more and more often. If the average number of 
Jewish factory hands (40 per cent.) be compared with the number either of 
Jewish factory owners or of the Jewish population within the Pale, it will be 
foun] that, relatively, Jews supply more factory hands than the other portion of 
the population and that it is their Jadoux more than their capital which has a 
share in the industry of the locality. Statistics show that factories and works 
owned by Jews are only about one half of the size of those owned by others. 
The majority of the Jewish factories, with the exception of a few large ones, 
resemble small workshops both in the nature of work and in their construction. 
This condition of Jewish factories is due, partly to the absence of capital amongst 
the Jews, but, mainly, to the uncertainty of their legal position in the country so 
that even manufacturers having capital at theic disposal are not willing to 
undertake anything on a large scale. 

Tue trade carried.on by Jews is subject to the same. predominance of small 
concerns over large ones, the same insufficient so'idity and stability of these 
small undertakings and, lastly, the inconceivable development of competition 
which reaches its highest pitch. Amongst the merchants of the locality the 
number of Jews is over one half (55 per cent.) but as regards the total “ turn- 
over” their share is expressed by a much smaller per centage (47 per cent.) 
The average “turnover” of a Jewish merchint is about one-and-a-half times 
less than that of a non-Jewish merchant. From the lirger commercial enter- 
prises the Jews are, in a great degree, driven out by merchants of other 
religions, and the Jews can compete with them only in sma!! operations. 

Petty trade is also the aim of those Jews who have been deprived, by the 
latest ukases and oxpulsions, of following any other occupation. To what an 
extent petty trade has been split up may be judged, for instance, from the fact 
that whilst in the interior of Russia there is one sh yp to 299-390 inhabitants, in 
towns and townlets within the Pale there is one shop to every 20 39 inhabitants. 
In Minsk, Slovtzk and other places, shops with a “capital” of 3-5 roubles, or an 
annual income of 50-100 roubles, are quits common. 

Even in the year 1887, the Imperial Commission under the Presidency of 
Count Pahlen, reported that “lately the competition ia trade amongst Jews has 
become extremely keen, in consequence of which the profits as well as prices of 
goods have been reduced toa minimum.” The local Jewish tradesmen are, ac :ord- 
ing to tax collectors’ reports, literally eating up each otber, and they pester the 


authorities with accusations against each other, in the hope of “ getting rid of a 
competitor,” 


THE EFFEGT OF COMPULSORY OVERCROWDING. 


To persons who are occupied ian commerce on a considerable scale is attached 
@ great number of men acting as middlemen. This latter occupation was more or 
less profitable some thirty or forty years ago, when personal crelit was the only 
system in vogue inR ussia, when no railways, telegraphs or good postal arrangements 
existed, and generally, when direct communication between buyer and seller was 
more difficult than at present. But now, as the means of communication are being 
improved, so the necessity of ‘ middlemen”—commission agents, factors and 
brokers—becomes less and less. The former commercial representatives are now 


replaced by large commission agencies The benefits of the more important 
brokerage agencies—in the wholesale trade and contracts, as many as there 
are left of them—are shared only by a very few of the more wealthy Jewish 
commercial men. But even this branch of commerce, has, in consequence of 
the restrictive measures, considerably diminished, 

An astonishing majority of such commission agents do business in an 
extremely small way. With a few excoptions, in the larger commercial centres, 
this class of men is (especially in townlets and small uyez/ towns) not needed. 
In these smal! places, factors can be seen standing whole days idle ia the market 
places, at the road crossings and in the principal streets. If the number of such 
middlemen does not diminish, it can be explained only by their being unable to 
find any other occupation within the Pale. Whatever these men earn is purely 
accidental, and their families are always in a state of semi-starvation. The com- 
petition, caused by their number, brings their earnings down to the lowest limits ; 
in such towns as Metislav, Slootzk, &>., their daily earnings do not amount to 
more than 39 or 49 kopecks, and even then they have to run about the whole day 
to find a job which would yield such a paltry sum. The agency business is taken 
up principally by men who have failed in something else, or who have been 
expelled before they had time to find any occupation. None of them regard 
agency as their permanent business, and every one of them gladly seizes the first 
opportunity of following another suitable occupation. 

The position of other classes is not any better ; in every town and townlet 
withia the Pale a considerable portion of the population hav’ n> occupation what- 
erer and no means of evristence. In some towns (Borisov, Berditchev, 
Elizavetgrad, &c.) the number of such Jews reaches 75 per cent. of the whole of 
the local Jewish population, Observationa made in any place confirm, unfortu- 
nately, the fact that the number of such persons without imeans or cccupation is 
yearly increasing. 

The poverty and over-population of Jewa ia the towns and townlets of tie 
Western Districts were terrible even before the last decade, and have 
now brought to the front the question of distribution of the Jewish mass in 
the provinces of the Interior. Even Senator Derjavin, the famous Russian writer 
at the end of the last century, stated in his report that “the Jewish common 
people are in a state of extreme misery and want.” This has also been confirmed 
by a whole series of Imperial orders and ukases (/de Ist and 2nd edition of the 
Complete Legal Code of the Russian Empire). 

The consequences of overcrowding and poverty amongst Jews in the 
Western district are everywhere evident. Medical men have for a very long 
time complained of the overcrowded and unsanitary condition of the dwellings 
in which a considerable portion of the Jewish population tind ehelter. In 
Wilna, for example, according to the latest information, 31,000 paupers live in 


-one-roomed lodgings—five to seven peop!e in one room—whilst in two-roomed 


lodgings can be found as many as 19 people, ¢ e., still more overcrowded than in 
one-roomed tenements. This overcrowding is not only in space, the rooms are 
low, close and damp ; the windows are sma'l ; the light thrown in from the semi- 
dark, narrow street is poor, and the courtyards are dirty and full of buildings, It 
is not astonishing that under such circumstances epidemics break ont and the 
death rata is increased (»/d¢ the mortality returns of Wilna). Nota single 
winter passes without such epidemics raging within the Pale—especially 
among children—as typhoid fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, &c. In the 
winter the poor suffer also from the weather ; in all places hundreds of families 
apply to their wealthier coreligionists for fuel ; in many towns special funds are 
raived for the purpose, and in \Wilna, for instance, the number of families who 
received charity doles of fuel in 1893 exceeded 2,000. The same distribution 
fuel took place in Jitomir, Slootzk, Metislav and other places. 


INIQUITOUS APPLICATION OF THE MEAT TAX. 


Many provincial governors decline to allow the proceeds of the “ meat tax, 
which is intended to defray the needs of the Jewish population, being expended 
on maintenance of Jewish schools. This tax is levied, as it is well-known, on Jews 
only, viz., on every pound of kosher meat consumed by them, and falls particularly 
heavily on the poorer Jewish classes. Instead of applying these funds for the 
needs of elementary education, the provincial governors prefer to borrow the 
money for paving and constructing sewers and the Kiew administrative 
authorities have even managed to utilise part of these funds for the 
maintenance of an additional staff of police for—the expulsion of Jews!

The advantage claimed for this plan is undoubtedly a real one. But 
does Colonel Gotpsmip really touch the root of the evil? In London, the 
Ministers are paid by their own congregations, yet the result is not so very 
evil. And will the provincial congregations assent to the proposal that their 
ministers are to be thrust on them from without? Why should not the 
London congregations be treated in the same way? Would such a proposal 
be tolerated by the Constituent Synagogues of the Union? We think not, 
The case of the provinces would be different to that of the metropolis if the 
Central Council actually provided the salaries paid to the provincial 
ministers. As things now stand, the provincial congregations contribute 
only a part, Colonel Gotpsmip apparently expects them in the future to 
pay the whole, of their ministers’ salaries. It seems to us that you 
cannot tax a congregation and deny it a voice in the application of the 
revenue accruing from the tax. Thus the alternative is that either salaries 
shall be provided from without, or popular election must continue to 
prevail, If the former alternative is chosen, a large fund will be needed 
and we question whether it could be raised at the present juncture. But 
it is a suggestion worthy of serious thought as a possible solution of the 
trouble. 

But even on the general question of “selecting” as oprosed to 
“electing” ministers, we foresee many weighty objections against the former 
plan. The present is an age destructive of patronage. Everything in 
politics, and even in educational matters, is nowadays decided by the vote of 
the majority. This would be a bad thing in itself were it not that every 
alternative is worse. We cannot contemplate, without misgiving, the 
bestowal of an extensive patronage 01 any Central Council, however able and 
conscientious, Charges of favouritism would be inevitable, and the charges 
might possibly be well-grounded. Nor would the Carzr Rasst be grateful 
for so invidious an office as that of arbiter of the destinies of all our candi- 
dates for the ministry. In a word, the proposal is a dangerous one. 
Undesirable as popular election may be, a hole-and-corner selection would be 
simply odious. We are convinced that the plan would also prove unworkable. 
There would be unceasing friction between minister and congregation, and the 
former wou!d play the part of interloper. 


Is nothing to be done, then, to improve the present deplorable state of 
things? , Certainly something must be done. But the fault does not lie 
on one side. If the congregations are disrespectful to their ministers, the 
blame must partly be attributed to the latter, and to the system under which 
they are trained and qualified. Why should not every Jewish minister be 
also a Rabbi? Send men with the 77 (Rabbinical diploma) 
to the provinces, discourage the constant application to Head-quarters 
in every minute difficulty that arises, in short inculcate on the provincial con 
gregations confidence in their ministers by allowing these some rights of 
initiative and by delegating to them some of the functions invariably belong- 
ing to Jewish ministers in every part of the world except the British Empire, 
—and then we believe the Gordian knot will have been cut. We are not 
urging this for the first time. In the provision of Jewish Ministers as in 
everything else, regard must be had to local conditions. There is no difficulty 
abroal in providing men of enlightenment, men with University degrees, who, 
nevertheless, know a good deal of Jewish dinim, and possess the technical 
right to act as Rabbis. Some of our English Ministers possess the whole of 


this intellectual outfit, but only two or three have the hatara, or diploma . 


qualifying them to act as Rabbi. 


No doubt the first step towards effecting this desirable change would 
be made were the Provincial Ministers’ Fund more adequately supported, 
This excellent Fund has already raised the status of our clergy in the 
Provinces, but if it were able to add more than it does to the salaries paid, 
some inducement would he held out to candidates to complete a longer 
course of training than is now usual. 


Yet we are fully with Colonel Gotpsmip in objecting to our present 
method of electing ministers. It is a choice by scramble rather than by a 
deliberate vote. The evils of the system are too superficially clear for us to 
enumerate them at any length, and these evils apply to the metropolis with 
the same force as they apply to the provinces. The candidate is degraded by 
the canvass which is unavoidable under existing circumstances ; he finds him- 
self even when successful a persona ingrata to the friends of the rival 
candidates ; and instead of making a calm and auspicious entry into his new 
post, his difficulties are increased by the contest and the heated controversy 
that have preceded. How are these and the other attendant evils to be 
avoided without depriving congregations of that right to choose their own 
minister, which has always be2n the first prerogative of Jewish communities 
small or large? We have before shown how to reconcile these conflicting 
considerations, and we repeat our plan in the hope that something will now 


‘be done to realise jt io practice, Sinze we first form ilated the S:hem>, we : 
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have received approving opinions from many of the leaders of our 
community. Our proposal is simply this. Any congregation needing 
a minister, should by popular vote elect a small Committee consisting 
of three or five members, with perhaps the help of one or two 
outsiders. This Committee should select a minister by visiting the 
candidates in their own congregations, or if the candidate is not yet 
an acting minister, by giving him opportunities, outside the congregation 
most concerned, to display his merits or demerits. This plan meets the 
difficulty. The Committee we suggest differs from a permanent and 
central Council in two important respects: it is neither central nor permanent. 
It is a Committee appointed by popular vote for a special local need, and all 
the degradation of trial sermons, of a canvass of the members, of a 
humiliating and public exhibition, would be greatly mitigated if not 
altogether removed, and. yet in a very real sense the congregation does 
elect its own minister, for it elects the selectors. Thus the problem of 
selection versus election would solve itself by using the best features of each 
method. Colonel Gotpsmip will earn very general gratitude if he will 
accept this modification of his proposal and use his powerful advocacy to 
obtain practical assent to it,

It is intended 
that the Scholarships should encourag: some special branches of study, notably 
the study of Old English and of Plato, in addition to subjects usually taken up 
at school, Mr. Hugh Lucas, in whose memory the Scholarships have been 
created, was a son of Mrs. Horatio Lucas. | :

A great dea 
of our energy ought to be directed towards improving tie dwellings 
of the working classes in and about the districts where their labour 
was carried on. This could be done by the removal of many of the present 
insanitary hovels and the erection thereon of healthy and spacious © block 
structures, with self-contained tenements. Instead of speakiog in general terms 
of what had been done in the metropolis in this direction, he thought his audience 
might be interested to know how the Jewish community had been endeavouring 
to grapple with the difficulty, A few public-spirited members of that community 
had formed a Four Per Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company. In the three 
blocks of buildings erected by them, accommodation was afforded tor more than 
3.000 souls. The tenements, occupation of which was not restricted to Jews, were 
always full, The rent was below the average of similar but inferior dwellings 
in the district, Brady Street Buildings, with their club, library, reading and 
entertainment rooms, formed a model type of Artisans’ Dwellings. Much good 
was done by the free baths provided for tenants, though he was compelled to 
admit that in this respect, as in other places where free bathing facilities were 
afforded, people practised rather too much self-abnegation. The Company was 
a complete success in every sense of the word. ‘There was no pretence of 
philanthropy about the movement, except in so far as the directors, who received 
no remuneration for their services, and the shareholders were content to obtain 
a fair return for their investment, and made no attempt to batten upon the 
miseries of the poor. In regard to other and less desirable dwellings inhabited 
by Jewish working men and women, the Jewish Board of Guardians were con- 
stautly engaged in remedial measures, A whole department of that organisation 
—the Sanitary Committee of the Board—aided by large bodies of lay and c'erical 
visitors, devoted its attention to this work, Impartial testimony was borne to 
the good thus accomplished by the Report of the Board of Trade on Alien 
Immigration just published. The Board of Guardians employed a competent 
Sanitary Inspector, Every insanitary house of which it obtained cognizance was 
visited, if necessary, ascoreof timesaud the owners were communicated with. Ina 
many cases plain language adcressed to them wassufficiently efficacious. Where 
this failed, we called in the aid of the Sanitary Authorities, who no doubt were 
duly grateful to us for reminding them of their duty as weil as doing our own. 
Mr. Singer gave also an account of the “Shelter,” the Jewish Home for 
MW orking-men and the Home for girls established by the Ladies’ Association. 
Practical measures for improving the dwellings of the working classes should 
be beth remedial and preventive; and they should aim at influencing 
owners and oceupiers alike, Hence they required, in the first place, a larger 
staff of Medical Otlicers of Health and Sanitary Luspectors with great y 
augmented powers. ‘There should be frequent and even periodical inspection. 
All house property rapidly deteriorated, and a place which might be ina sanitary 
condition to-day might in a week or so become a potent sourca of danger to 
health, Next, there should be a fuller participation of the general public, 
especially of the so-called upper classes, in the provision and erection of suitable 
habitations for the working population, He would prefer to see this done by the 
private enterprise of enlightened citizens rather than hand over the whole 
task of housing the working classes to the State or the Municipality. Either 
system, however, was better than that which now so widely prevailed, It was 
notorious that the poor paid in the way of rent ata far higher rate than thos 
who were more fortunately placed. ‘l'enement property of a certain class defied 
ail the ordinary laws of trade and commerce. ‘The more scandalous the accom- 
modation, the greater the return. Given a moderate amount of capbtal or credit, 
a deal of cunning and no conscience, and an owner of low class house property 
could, in the present state of affairs, grow rich beyond the dreams of avaric 
But they must not forget that occupiers were also not always blameless It wie 
moot point whether the sty made the pig, or the pig made the sty.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY, 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


Whilst for some months past all the Jewish Societies have remain 
and Parliament is enjoying the Sammer recess, the anti-Semites are 
wandering from town to town, sowing the seeds of calumny and r 
populace against the Jews. Their chief, Ahlwardt, has just completed hig 
journey through the Rhine Province and Westphalia. He delivered 35 lecty 
(admission 64d.) slanderiog the Jews, and increasing his somewhat slender 
resources at the same time. Even at the foot of the National Monument on the 
Niederwald, he. gave vent to his diatribes, although the Municipal Authorities 
only consented to hie speaking if he refrained from usieg the word, « Japs 
nevertheless it ie mortifying enough, that such a man should be allowed to 
speak at one of the strongholds of German patriotism, Albwardt Was to have 
appeared in the Court of Justice for having again insulted the Finance Minister 
Dr. Miquel, but he preferred to apologise by letter and Miquel withdrew the 
‘harge. 
us Last year. the anti-Semites published a pamphlet, entitled “ The truth about 
Judaism.” Amongst other things it stated that the Shulchan Aruch contained the 
following passages: 1. A Jew may deceive a Gentile; 2. Jews must assist 
each other in deceiving the Gentiles ; 2. Jews need not recogniss the law of 
the land, in which they live, the eecret laws of Judaism are only valid for them : 
4. The Jews must not betray one another to non-Jewish officials, they must on 
the contrary help each other, to deceive them ; 5. Anyone who is going to 
denounce a Jew on account of a crime may be killed by the Jews ; 6. The Jew 
may kill or cunningly assassinate anyone who denies the Jewish law ; 7, The 
Jews are allowed to seize the property of Gentiles in any way. 

According to this, the pamphiet maintains, “the Jews are international 
deceivers and conspirators.” The Central Union of German citizens of the 
Hebrew Faith, in Berlin, has prosecuted the author (Theodor Fritsch in Leipzig) 
but the Public Prosecutor refused to enter the action. The Central Union 
appealed, and the Supreme Court of Jurisdiction has just ordered that the 
action for libel may be taken, and now Fritsch will have to appear in 
Court, and it is to be hoped he will receive the punishment he richly deserves, 
It will be eo proved that the Jewish faith must be respected, and is not to be 
insulted by anyone with impunity. : 

The Chancellor Caprivi has rightly termed anti-Semitism “ Die Vorfrucht der 
S»zialdeémocratie "—“‘ the augury of Social Democracy.” ‘The agitation which the 
anti-Semites directed against Jewish capital will in the end be directed against 
capital in general. How much anti-Semitism has indirectly promoted Social 
Democracy can best be judged from the increase of the socisl democratic votes 
in those parts of Saxony and Hesse where the anti-Semites have full play, 
Whilst in other districts, at the elections to the Reichstag in 1893, the increase of 
social democratic votes averages 8to 9 per cent in comparison to 18), in those 
districts where the anti-Semites wrought havoc it averages 27 to 28 per cent 
It cannot be shown more clearly to what end anti-Semitism tends—to Socia 
Democracy, and finally to Anarchism. 

The anti-Semitic Press throughout Germany has just now been thoroughly 
fooled. The Libre Parole of Paris maintained that Carnot’s assassin, Caserio, 
was a Jew. In spite of the contrary being proved, they printed a letter from

Lelio Golton', Vicar of ‘the Charch Santa F'rotol/a in Milan, which contirmed the 


fact that Caserio was a Jew. But Don Lel/o is a character in the comedy “ The

“joke.” The anti-Samitic Press has been made thoroughly ridiculous, but 


comforts itself now by stating that “the letter was a Jewish trick.”

Tae Date or SExt Boarp Evecrion,—At the weekly meeting 
of the London School Board, a long discussion was held on the date of the 
next Election. Toe Chairman moved that Taursday. November 221d next, be 
appointed for the triennial election of the Boird. Ho» said that it had been 
stated that this day was chosen so thit the working-people would be unable to 
vote. He protested agiinst such astatemant, and wished merely to follow the 
example set by other Boards and select a day which would suit the convenience 
of the whole of the psople of London, the election took on 
Tuesday, once on Friday, twice on Monday, and four times on Thursday, 
Those Thursdays were in 1873-76-79-91. It was, therefore, quite obvious that 
the choice of Thursday was dictated by no Party politics, and what was the 
objection to Saturday ? First of all,in certain divisions of the Metropolis it 
was an inconvenient day to Jews. He did not say that they cou'd not vote on 
that day, but the time within which they could vote was limited, and he did not 
think it would be right to impose any disability of that kind upon any portioa 
of the population, Sccondly, Saturday was a very bad day for those who were 
engage iin shopping, and was generally a very busy day. Thursday, too, was 
the early-closing day. He did not think that Saturday would be at all as con- 
venient as apy ordinary day of the week. Mr. Stanley, as an amendmett, 
proposed that the day should be Saturday, November 17. Hoe said that this 
would be a much more convenient day for those who had a right to vote. 
Saturday was far the most convenient day for the working people. In November 
the sun set before five o'clock, and that gave time to the Jews to vote. 
The County Council had fixed the election day on Saturday, and that body 
knew very well which was the most convenient day for the working people. 
The Rev. C. Bowie seconded the amendment. He said that they were told that 
members wished to appeal to the psople of London, and have their opinion 00 
the Chairman's theology. The only way to make a real appeal was to have the 
voting on the day most convenient to the masses. He was very much struck 
with the Chairman’s regard for the consciences and convenienca of the Jews. 
He had every desire to do justice to the Jews, but there were, on the whole, 
more Christians and pagans than there were Jews, and they should consider

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THE JEWS OF ROME—I. 


Geschichte der Juden in Rom von der iiltesten Zeit bis zur Gegenwart (2050 
Jabre), von Dr, A, BERLINER (Frankfort, A./M., J, Kauffmann, 1894.) 


This is a very useful work. It gives us the history of the Jews in Rome, 
the oldest of our communities in Europe, which saw Rome as the capital of the 
Republic and of the Empire of the Casars, which passed with it through the 
troubles of the times of the migrations of the peoples, which fairly prospered 
even during the middle ages, which survived the dominion of the Popes and the 
Inquisition, and which in spite of fire and water maintained its existence to this 
day. This history covers a period of 2,050 years—a little eternity in itself 
for a mortal world. 

No one was better fitted than Dr. Berliner for this task. Apart from his wide 
learning in all branches of Jewish literature in which he is a recognised master, 
he has been for more than two decades one of the most constant visitors to the 
eternal city, and has thus enjoyed the great advantage of examining many an 


us the profession of those in whose memory they were erected and we find 
es them a Jewish painter and a Jewish sausage-maker. To Jewish smiths 
and Jewish tailors in Rome the Talmud refers, whilst Martial is (as authors 
ss were and will be) greatly annoyed over the Jewish critics. 

n general, the Jews in Rome seem to to have led a humble, quiet life, little 
concerned with the good or bad jokes the Roman satarists made about them. 
Their chief excitement was it seems religion. Under the reign of Claudius serious 
tumults arose in the synagogues. Itis not impossible that they were caused bya 
difference of opinion with regard tosome formula which the adherents of the new 
sect (the Christians) wished to interpolate into the Eighteen Benedictions, The 
Roman Government settled the dispute by expelling the riotere—Rabbi and 
Apostle—from the city.

Our knowledge of the first settlement of the Jews in Rome is uncertain ; 
they make their first appearance in Roman history as the ambassadors of Judas 
Maccabeus to the Senate of the Republic about the year 161 B.c. Other political 
missions from the successors of Judas followed, the last of which was about the 

ear 140 b.c. Whether these last delegates established a Jewish colony in Rome 
is diflicult to decide. But we may safely imagine that these friendly political 
relations attracted many Jewish traders and artizans to settle in Rome. 
Strengthened by the influx of captives during the Pompeian wars (63 8.¢.), whom 
their coreligionists, in obedience to the law of redeeming the captives probably 
endeavoured to make them free men as soon as possible, they rapidly formed a well- 
organised community. And Cicero in his famous oration in defence of Flaccus 
(57 bc.) in which the defeat of the Jews by Pompey, is for him the best proof 
that they are under the disfavour of the immortal gods—and hence the proper 
object of vexation by a Roman procurator—has already to reckon with their 
influence upon the multitude. ‘ You know,” he says in this defence, “ how 
numerous that crowd is, how great is its unanimity, and of what influence it is 
in the popular assemblies.” When again, about the year 4 (after the death of 
He-od), the Jews of Jerusalem sent. delegates to Rome to plead their cause 
before Augustus, not less than 8,000 of their Roman coreligionists joined the 
procession to the Temple of Apollo where the audience with the Emperor was 
to take place. The great troubles which now prevailed in Palestine, the devas- 
tating wars in Judah and Galilee which mark this period, and the final terrible 
defeats under Vespasian, Titus and Hadrian which destroyed the last remnant 
of the Jewish national independence, probably added fresh and large numbers of 
Jewish captives and voluntary exiles to the Jewish communities in Italy, the 
most important of which was Rome. But, as Dr. Berliner rightly points out, it 
was Judea not the Jews, the nation and not the religion, against which the 
Romans fought. Thus—but for short times of persecutions and transitory 
banishments under Tiberias and, perhaps, also under Claudius—they continued

and maintained their existence as a religious corporation without much dis- 
tui bince. 

We shall now, under the direction of such a trustworthy cicerone as Dr. 
Berliner is, try to gain some insight into the life of this corporation. Its centre 
was the synagogue. According to the various inscriptions which hive come 
down to us they possessed, already in antiquity, nine synagogues. One of these 
was called the Augustus Synagogue, so named in honour of the Emperor 
Augustus, their benefactor and protector. The others bore the name of the 
neighbourhoods in which they were situated, Whether there was also a syna- 
gogue the name of which was meant to indicate the professioa of ils worshippers 
(as “ lime-burners”) is still doubtful, the iascription in question being differently 
read by various scholars. | 

Very interesting are the few glimpses we catch of the constitution of 
these synagogues. ‘For the living to the dead” is the great rule with 
ancient history, and in our case too, the inscriptions found on the tomb- 
stones in the various Jewish catacombs prove, with the aid of cognate 
Taimudical references, very helpful towards supplying us with information on 
this point. There is first the Gerusia, or the Council of Elders, an elective body, 
constituted originally of twenty members, who were entrusted with the manage- 
ment of all communal affairs, secular ag well as spiritual. Along with these 
we have the Archontes (the Parnassim or Manhigim) which formed 
a sort of Executive Committee, or Mahamad, in whose hand3 the real power 
of Management lay. As these Parnassim had, as already mentioned, to exercise 
civil and other jurisdiction, those elected to this office were mostly scholars. This, 
let us hope, partly compensated for the want of proper Rabbis and ministers, and 
other ecclesiastic officials which the old Roman Jews sadly lacked. At least there 
18 no trace in the documents left to us of the existence of such dignatories. I 
also hope that there was no malicious intention in making the Parnassim, on the 
occasion of their installation, hold a Sepher Torah in their arms with the 
purpose, as Dr. Berliner explains, of making them conscious of the fact that in 
Judaism it is the Torah from which dominion and superiority over our fellow-men 
emanate, A special officer was, as it seems, the “ Archisynagogus” or head of 
the Synagogue, whose functions, though his post was one of high dignity, was 
something like that of our beadle, superintending the external order of the 
service, and passing on the Torah to the one who had to read it. For the real 
service, as preaching, reading the prayers or the portion of the Law, there were

One of the 
members of this Committee was the celebrated Professor Nothnagel, and when, 
shortly after the promulgation of its decision he was about to commence his 
lecture at the Grand Hospital the anti-Semitic students avenged themselves by 
creating such a disturbance and levelling such insults at the Professor as to 
make it impossible for him to continue, 


Viennese society has lost one of its distingaished ornaments by the death of 
Frau Josephine von Wertheimstein. For nearly half of a century this 
estimable lady, by her high-mindedness and genius, exercised great influence on
